Branch Hit 3rd Time In 15 Months

men surrendered to state police 
at Paw Paw early today in con- 
nection with the (3,800 robbery 
of the Citizens Trust and Sav- 
ings bank branch here yester- 
day 


SUtc police said Rocky 


Waters; 18, and Terry^amlclt, 
23, both believed to be migrant 
farm workers from a nearby 
farm, were booked on charges 
of armed robbery after they 
turned .themselves in about 
midnight.

Officers said some of the sus- 


pected holdup loot was turned 
over to the police with the 


surrender of the two men. 


Police said they are searching 


for a third suspect in the 11 a.m. 
bank robbery, the third such 
holdup in the last 15 months at 
the branch in this rural com- 
munity located on CR-WS, about 
12 miles northwest of Paw Paw: 


The holdup alarm at the bank 


yesterday was sounded after two 


men, one carrying what later 
turned out to be a grease pump 
handle wrapped In a shirt, en- 
tered the'bank.

Troopers said that the end of 


the pump could have been mis- 
taken for the barrel of a weapon. 


After obtaining money from 


one of the tellers, the two men 
left the bank, leaving behind the

Ann Arbor 
Sniper's Gun 
Ends Career 
For Surgeon 


ANN AIU3OH, Mich. (AP) — Dr. Charles Hascltine's career 


as an eye surgeon is in ruins because he went to the aid of a 
14-year-old boy whorwas writhing on the ground after being shot 
by a sniper. The 63-year-old surgeon from Redlands, Calif., bent 
over to help the wounded youth and the sni|X!r squeezed off 
another round. A bullet smashed the doctor's right elbow, 
severing a nerve and ending a career that has spanned more 
than three decades. 


It was plain bad luck that brought the Californlim within 


sniper's range on Monday. The tragic shooting capped what had 
been, a pleasant journey to see his daughter, Mary, and her 
family. On Wednesday, Haseltinc's son-in-law, Dr. Glenn 
Harder, gently broke the bad news that Haseltine will never ' 
perform another operation. The surgeon accepted it 
philosophically. 


"Thai (.30-callber) bullet was high-powered and just knocked 


the hell out of my arm," said llaseltlni!. "One of the three main 
nerves to my hand to open it and close it, well, It's not there 
anymore." HascltiiK was in front of the Harrier's home, loading 
his car to return to California when two bullets from the sniper's 
gun slammed Into H-ycar-old Dennis Donahue, a newsboy who 
was walking through the neighborhood on the west side of town. 
Haseltine rushed over to the stricken youth. 


"I saw that poor kid out there cm his back in the middle of the 


street and I rushed for him. 1 had to," said Haseltine. "He was 
moaning over and over again, "Help me, oh help me please.' 
There wasn't anything I could do. When I was just starting to' 
bend over him, that's when 1 got hit. All hell broke loose. I was 
spun around and knocked down. I dragged myself behind the 
car about 12 feet from where the kid was. 1 think he was trying 
to nail me bycause he didn't want any witness seeing what he 
had done to the boy," Haseltine said. 


Donahue underwent five hours of surgery to repair damage 


done by the bullets, which struck under his left arm and in Ills 
lower right hick. He is in serious condition. Dr. llaselline, a 
graduate of Harvard Medical School, was hospitalized at 
University Hospital on the University of Michigan campus. He is 
in satisfactory condition.

Moments after the shooting, police arrested a youth they 


believe was the one who fired from atop a municipal pump sta- 
tion across the street from where llaselline slood. Haseltinc's 
daughter and son, Richard, were'on the front ixircli and wit- 
nessed the shootings. Shots were fired in their direction, but 
nobody was.hit. 


,Iody Munson, 15,'of Ann Arbor, is under arrest in the snip- 


Ings. A spokesman lor the Washlenaw County Prosecutor's of- 
fice said prosecutors may ask that Munson be waived from 
juvenile court jurisdiction and tried as an adull, but the decision 
has noMwcn made. Psychiatric tests to determine his mental 
state we're scheduled for today.

army fatigue shirt just as he was 
exiting the banklThc brothers 
said the two men then ran to a 
Mustang parked al the corner of 
CR-865 and Pine street, one block 
north of the bank. In the mean- 
time, the brothers said they had 
gotten Into Don's car and began 
pursuing the Mustang_ north on 
CR-065. 


The chase, which Don said 


reached speeds of over 1011 miles 
per hour, conllmicd wcsl on 
CR-390, where he said the sus- 
pects apparently turned off near 
44lh or 4«th street. 


In the meantime, the brothers 


said their grandmother had 
.called police and remained'in 
contact with them over a'CB 
radio. Don Correll said that dur- 
ing the chase he talked with 
another Bloomingdale man, . 
.lohn Slroud, "who told him over 
the CB radki that he had seen the 
Mustang leaving the farm camp 
about8:30 a.m. that morning. 


The brolhcrs sakl Mrs. Corrcll 


first noticed Ihc two suspects 
standing next to a tree in her 
. front yard before the .robbery, 
alMiut 9:30 a.m. Duanc said one of 
them had a scarf tied around his 
head, and appeared to be dressed 
"almost like a woman." 


Al one point the two men left, 


and the brolhcrs sakt Ihey drove 
around the block to sec where 
they had gone. Parked at .the 
corner of CR-KW5 and Pine street 
was the Mustang, they said. A 
third man, whom they said they 
did not get a good look al, was 
seated in the rearseat. 


Don said the two men who had 


l>cen in the Correll yard earlier 
ihen rclurncd, and made a call 
from a phone-booth across the 
street from the bank. 


" Al one (Milnl they started to go 


into the bank, bul stopiHxl when 
they saw a man going in," Don 
said. "After lie came (tut, Ihey 
went in." 


Slate Trooper Roger Gentry 


said the two men entered the 
bank and ordered all but one 


, Idler lo the floor.'They then had 


her fill a brown paper bag with 
money, he said. 


Suite Police Del. Clarence 


Taylor saki a blue denim jacket 
and a black leather jack'el were 
recovered in the woods a short 
distance from the abandoned - 
Mustang. The vehicle had'htr" 
license plates on it.

TFor the rock' style thai Elvis made 


popular caught the world's youth in its 
.rhythm and produced two decades in 
which rock has been the principal 
popular music form. 


Those'who know about music say 


that the young Tennessee truck driver 
combined country "rockabilly" and 
Negro "soul" into a new sound. Ac- 
tually, Elvis wasn't the first rock 
singer. But he was the first great one; 
the first with enough appeal to capture 
, a world's frenzy. 


Not only did Elvis make 45 records 


that sold a million or more copies, he 


made 31 highly profitable movies. He 
never made a film that lost money. 
The huge, screaming audiences that 
turned' out for his personal ap- 
pearances became legend. 


When the Mississippi-born teenager 


•first burst on the scene, "Elvis the 
Pelvis" was denounced by church and 
parent's groups for his raw sexuality. 
In those days, his wiggling hips were 
suggestive. By today's TV and cinema 
. standards, whatever he did was tame. 


All that's left in the wake of his 


death Tuesday at 42 of a heart attack is 
an assessment of his influence; it's 
pointless to debate his merits, or lack 
of them. Because,-for better or'for 
worse, Elvis Presley was a giant of the 
Twentieth Century. 


Some professional .musicians feel he 


was the single most 
influential 


musician of the century. That may be 
an • exaggeration. But rock groups 
rocking from Sweden to Australia 
make the opinion rather easy to share.

"Fox said he also was swayed by a 


report from Whiteside's probation of- 
ficer, who asked that the defendant be 
given a break. Out of work, out of 
money and trying to go to school, 
Whiteside also recently married a 
woman with six children, whom he is 
taking good care of, the Judge said. 'I 
wanted to give him a chance and keep 
the family together,' Fox explained." 


Whiteside doesn't look so innocent a 


person in his police record here. He 
was arrested for arson (fire bomb) in 
1968; the charge was reduced to drunk 
and disorderly, and Whiteside paid a 
fine in Benlon Harbor Municipal court. 


On the same day, Whitcside was 


charged with assault with a deadly 
weapon in connection with shots fired 
at a car. He pleaded guilty to a 
reduded assault charge and paid a fine 
and costs: 


Early 
in' 
1969, 
Whitcside 
-was 


: charged with carrying a concealed' 


weapon. He pleaded guilty to a 
reduced charge of possession of an 
unregistered gun and paid another 
fine. 


Later in 1969, Whitcside was charged 


with unarmed robbery. That charge 
was reduced to petty: larceny* and 
Whitcside was sentenced to 90 days in 
jail. 
' •

In 1970, Whiteside was sentenced to 


one and a half to two years in prison 
for conviction of larceny in a building, 
reduced from an original forgery 
charge. 


Whiteside's police record also shows 


two arrests in 1974 and another two in 
1976. 
But charges were apparently 


dropped or dismissed in all four ins- 
tances, since there is no record of dis- 
positions. 


Nevertheless, Whiteside's admitted 


and proven record of crime isn't one to 
warrant what amounts to not a second 
chance, but a fifth or sixth orie. Nor is 
there anything funny about his record, 
especially to the people who may have 
been threatened by his crimes in one 
way or another. 


It's not likely, either, that the owner 


of the laundromat will be amused by 
Judge 
Fox' 
easy 
sentence 
for 


White-side. 


It's also less than reassuring to the 


general public to know that western 
Michigan's 
federal district judge 


thinks counterfeiting is funny. Crime 
isn't that remote these days. 


There's an important and dis- 


couraging peripheral apsect to Judge 
Fox' easy liberalism, too. He wields 
tremendous potential power over Ihe 
lives of everyone in western Michigan, 
linked to integration suits now pend- 
ing. An order from his court can com- 
bine school districts and send'school 
buses careening "over hundreds of 
thousands of extra miles per year. 


II is no! comforting lo know this 


power may be wielded capriciously.

capital expenditures necessary

I argue that objective social 


developments in the modern 
West arc rendering Marxism 
totally irrelevant as a social 
philosophy. 


Originally but forward as 


"modern" 
and 
"revolu- 


tionary," Marxism loday re- 
tains its potency only among the 
more primitive and pro-modem 
social classes in the West, and 
among the relatively-primitive 
Third World societies. 


If Karl Marx himself 
is 


somewhere 
aware 
of 
this 


development, it must constitute 
,an unbearable irony for him. He 
considered 
his 
philosophy 


modern, scientific, advanced, 
lie expected that tlic Marxist 
revolution would take place in 
Germany, which in many ways 
was the most adanccd Western 
society.- It is commonplace to 
observe thai Marx would have 
been horrified al the fact thai 
the. Communist rcvolulion oc- 
curred first in Russia, a rural 
nation he thoroughly despised. 
.But, terrible Irony, Marxism 
in its vcyr structure is primi- 
tive, anti-modern, part of the 
19th century. 


In its ccnlral myth, Marxism 


posits a great clash between the 
oppressed and their oppressors, 
a mighty struggle which will 
issue in a classless society — 
The Rcvolulion. 


In Hs own distinclivc struc- 


ture, however, modern society 
tends increasingly to exclude 
such a huge social collision. 
Modernity constantly erodes the 
"we" and "ihem" structure 
characteristic of Marxism. 


In 
the 
terminology 
of 


' sociology, the modern 
in- 


dividual is highly "differentiat- 
ed." Individuals tend to be 
allied in some respects; in 
conflict in others. A Jew and a 


... Catholic might well be at odds 


over abortion, but working 
together in the Democratic 
party of the local school board. 
The economic interests of a boss 
and a worker might be in 
conflict, but they might be close 
religious and cultural allies. 


Modernity tends to produce, 


increasingly, 
this 
kind 
of 


pluralism. And such differen- 
tiation excludes any such grand 
clash as Marxism posits. 


From 
that 
perspective. 


Marxism is backward-looking. 
As a social philosophy it looks 
back lo the consolidated social 
classes of prc-modcra Europe, 
where the interests of a given 
social class were more coherent 
and "compact." Marxism thus 
represents 
the 
end 
of 


something, and has its roots in a 
prc-modcrn, traditional social 
reality. 
. 


The spirit of modernity is free 


open, 
adventurous, intense, 


brilliant. The real Revolution, 
the Modern • Revolution, 
oc- 


curred during the first decade 
of the 20th century. Marxism is 
musty, hoavyr old-fashioned, 
Victorian, spiritually primitive, 
tasteless. 


If an intellectual tells you that 


he is a Marxist, you may be sure 
that you are listening to a 
second-rater who is unaware of 
what century he Is living in. 


For the lime being, Marxism 


does retain some pertinence in 
the Third world, where it func- 
tions as an instrument of mass 
manipulation among popula- 
tions of primitives.

Dispels Myths On Eye Care 


DURHAM, N.C. (AP) - 


Beading in poor light will ruin 
your eyes, you were probably 
told as a child. But It's not'so. 


"Reading in dim light may be 


fatiguing just as it's fatiguing to 
walk two'vmUes," says Dr. 
Joseph A.C. Wadsworth, chair- 
man of the 
ophthalmology 


department at Duke University 
Medical center. "But you're not 
. hurting your legs by walkin, and 
you won't damage your eyes by 
using them, even If you don't 
have enough light." 
. The belief that inadequate 
light Is harmful is just one of 
dozens of misconceptions about 
eyes and eye care Wadsworth 
cites. Most, of these mistaken 
ideas are harmless, he said in 
an'interview, but a few are 
dangerous'and need to be 


. corrected.1 • 


A child who snows a tendency 


to be cross-eyed should be taken 
to an opthalnwkigist as soon as 
passible w the problem can be 
corrected. The notion that the 
child will outgrow the condition 
in time Is false and to wait until 
he is six or seven yean old can 
result in permanently weakened 
vision In one eye. 


What about regular rinsing of 


the eyes? 


"It's completely unnecessary 


unless you get something In 
your eyes," Wadsworth says. 
Most commcrlcal eye'drops will. 
make irritated eyes feel fresher 
and look whiter, but most 
people are unaware of •disad- 
vantage eye drops have, he ad- 
ded. 


"The drops work by shrinking 


the sin of swollen Mood vessels 
In the white of the eye. But after 
the drops wear off, the eyes may 
be redder than they were

originally. If the drops are used 
frequently, chronic redness can 
result because the tiny vessels 
lose their ability to contract 
normally," explained Wads- 
worth explained.

Older persons usually lose 


their ability to focus on close 
objects as their natural lenses 
stiffen, he said. If the lenses 
cloud over with cataracts, the 
lenses need to bo removed sur- 
gically when they interfere with 
an. individual's activities — 
driving, for example. 


"Surgeons remove the entire 


lens, so it won't grow back any 
more than an appendix will 
grow back," he said. "After 
surgery, 
the patient needs 


either spectacles or contact 
lenses In order to see clearly."

Search, Berrioh County Exten- 
sion Home Economist. The 
main purpose is to keep Food 
from drying put and to preserve 
food value, flavor, color and 
lexlure. 


Mrs. Search also offered the 


following information: 


All containers should be easy 


to seal and waterproof. Packag- 
ing materials must be durable 
and must not become so brittle 
at low temperatures that they 
might 
crack 
Packaging 


materials should be moisture 
and vapor-proof to retain the 
highest quality in frozen foods. 


Make sure that containers are 


really designed for home freez- 
ing. Many times homemakcrs 
will use Ice cream or cottage 
cheese containers which are not 
designed for home freezing. 


Most fruits cjn be fro?en sa 


tisfactonly, but the quality of 
the frozen product will vary 
with (he kind at fruit, Mage of 
maturity and lypc.of pack. 


Some fruits require special 


treatment when packed to make 
them more .pleasing'in color, 
texture or flavor after thawing; 


Usually fruit-is prepared for 


free/ing in about the same way 
as for serving. Large fruits 
.generally make a better product 
if cut in pieces or crushed 
before freezing. It is best to 
prepare enough fruit for only a 
few containers at one time, es- 
pecially those fruits that darken 
rapidly such as peaches and 
apples.

And docs it really,lake 
four years for it lo digest or gel 
oul of your stomach? 


DEAR READER - No,- it 


doesn't lake four years lo 
eliminate Ihc gum. It passes 
Ihrough the digestive system on 
schedule. It won't harm you In 
thai regard. If II Is sweetened 
gum It may not be so good lor 


. yjiur teeth. 


Gum chowers also lend to 


swallow air — giving rise lo gas 
problems which you mighi not 
likocilhor. 


Finally, chewing gum will not 


cure bad brcalh. You may be 
abje lo mask son Hi odor momen- 
tarily bul most persistent cases 
of 
bad 
breath 
are more 


tixnplicalcrt than thai. It can IK 
from Infected tissues around the 
edges of the teeth,' from sinus 
problems or even-from odors of 
chemicals exhaled from jour 
lungs. You can't eliminate bad 
breath from chemicals in your 
exhaled air by. gum chewing or 
by mouth wash! 1 think you need 
to have a better understanding

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am a 


woman in her early 60s and have 
IKCII suffering severe heavy 
bleeding with;my mcnslrual 
periods for the last few years. I 
have a large fibroid tumor and 


was advised to undergo a 
hysterectomy at that time but I 
refused. 


I want to know what 1 can do to 


lessen the heavy bleeding I must 
change every hour for two days 
and during work-lime this isn'l 
possible. Can I take water pills or 
have the menstrual blood 
removed safely by suction each 
month? How long, is this condi- 
tion exported lo last? And, how 
much is the tumor expected to 
shrink? . ' 


DEAR HEADER—The execs- 


sive bleeding is caused by your 
fibroid minor. One of the good 
indications for removal of a 
fibroid tumor is a tumor lhat 
causes excessive bleeding. Thai 
is one way you could solve your 
problem. 


The bleeding is not' likely lo 


stop until after you have slopjied 
having menstrual periods.' The' 


.-.location of Ihe tumor has a lot lo 
do with.the bleeding and the 
seeping (if Mood will be constant 
during the menses. Thai means 
suction Isn'l the answer. Water 
pills have nothing at all lodo with 
preventing bleeding and won't 
help in that regard. 


The tumor may shrink when 


you go through your menopause 
and cease to produce as much ' 
female hormones as you do now. 
But you have no guarantee of 
that. Besides, if you need and 
take female hormones, for sup- 
port through the menopause 
phase this will keep the fibroid 
from shrinking. U may even 
increase in size. 


It's your fibroid but yiiu might 


consider taking your doctor's , 
advice.

The reason for heating vege- 


tables before freezing is that it 
slows or stops the action of en 
Tymcs Up until the time vcge 
tables arc ready to pick, en 
/jmes help them gro* and ma- 
ture. After (hat, Ihcy cause loss 
of fla\ or and color Heating also 
wilts or softens vegetables and 
makes them easier to pack 


Fnr each pound of preared 


vegetable, use at least one 
gallon of tailing water in the 
blancher or kettle 
Another 


method of heating is by sleam 
To steam, use a kettle with a 
tight lid and a rack that holds a 
steaming basket at least three 
inches above the bottom of the 
kettle. 


After vegetables aie heated 


they should be cooled quickly 
and thoroughly lo slop; the 
cooking. The vegetables are now 
ready for freezing. 


To pack fruits and vegetables: 
Pack food and syrup cold into 


containers. It speeds up freez- 
ing' and helps retain natural 
color, flavor and texture. Pack 
foods tightly to cut down otr.the 
amount of air in the package 
When packing foods in bags, 
press air out of unfilled part or 
Ihc bag, and seal immediately. 
When using containers allow 
head space because food ex- 
pands as it freezes. 


Freeze fruits and vegetables 


soon after they are packed.; Put 
them in. the freezer a few 
packages at a time* Put no more 
unfrozen food into a home 
freezer than will freeze within 
24 hours. Overloading slows 
down the rate of freezing,: and 
foods thai freeze too slowly may 
lose quality or spoil. 
. 


11 is a good Idea to keep your ' 


freezer at zero degrees .or 
below. At higher temperatures 
foods lose quality much faster. 
And if your power Is interrupt- 
cd, your dunces of losing foods 
are lo 20 per cent less than at 
higher temperatures. 


U is also « good idea to post a 


list of frozen foods near the 
freezer and keep It up lo date. It 
helps keep packages from being 
forgotten. 


Clean Kitchen 


Fan Often 


A dirty kitchen fan doesn't 


operate at peak performance 
and may even be a safety 
hazard. Outer surfaces of the 
hood can be kept clean as part of 
regular kltcen care. Oilier iiarts 
should be cleaned regularly 
before grease and dirt buildup 
becomes hard .to remove. 


Be.sure fan is off and cnol, 


prior lo cleaning. Remove the 
screen or filter and wash in de- 
tergent or soap suds. Clean the 
fan and duct work with a suds- 
dampened sponge or cloth. An 
old toothbrush or cotton swabs 
may be used for hard-to-reach 
corners and crevices. Rinse 
with a clean, damp sponge or 
cloth and polish dry with a sofl 
• clean .cloth.

powerful documentation to the 


. assertion that despite equal 


rights legislation, It's still a 
nun's world. 


A separate study; based on 


.some, of the data uncoxpered by 
Michigan's Survey Research 
.Center, shows also that work 
.inequality extends Into the home 
where, said a researcher, "The 
men really don't help much." 


To date, the study has found 


that the .typical employed man 
spends 52 minutes or 11 per cent 
of each paid working duy at 
nonwork activities, while the ' 
average woman spends just- J5 
minutes, or 8 per cent, away 
from assigned tasks. 


The minutes and percentages 


exclude the lunch hour, but do 
include1 extensions of it beyond 
the allotted time, as well as 
coffee breaks and other forms of

Americans now spend more, 
than one of every three food 
dollars away from home, a 
figure that is expected to rise to 
two of every five in the 1980s, 
says the National Restaurant 
Association.
